PARIS 
(AP) — An 
article 


brought up in the U.S. Senate 
quoting Adlai E. Stevenson on 
foreign policy appeared in the 
newspaper Paris-Presse two clays 
Before the summit meeting but 
was based. on a visit to Steven- 
son's home in Illinois a month 
before. 


Reporter Robert Boulay quoted 


Stevenson as saying that the pres- 
ence of 11,000 U.S. soldiers in 
West Berlin means nothing stra- 
tegically and they could be re- 
duced to 7,000. Asked if they 
might be reduced more, perhaps' 
to nothing, Stevenson was re- 
ported to have replied: "Yes, not 
now, 
but later." 


He was asked whether U.S. sol- 


diers would eventually be puilccl 
out of Europe, and Boulay said 
ho replied: "Yes, hi the future, I 
think the Europeans, Germans, 
French, English, etc., should be 
able 
to 
defend 
themselves in 


Europe." 


Boulay reported he reminded 


Stevenson thai experience of the 
past 10 years give little cause for 
optimism on any Soviet guaran- 
tees about Berlin.
